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GENERAL  RULES  FOR  PEDALLING 


The  position  of  the  body  should  be  easy  and  natural,  just  in  front 
of  the  middle  of  the  keyboard.  Avoid  leaning  on  the  manuals  or  the 
organ  desk,  or  holding  on  by  the  bench.  The  feet  should  be  held  light- 
ly so  that  the  pedal  keys  maybe  reached  without  the  weight  of  the  body 
being  thrown  towards  them.  Use  the  toe  of  the  foot  more  than  the  heel 
so  as  to  avoid  obstructions  in  crossing. 

In  crossing  the  feet,  the  right  foot  passes  in  front  of  the  left  from  the 
middle  of  the  pedal  board  downwards.  The  left  foot  passes  in  front  of 
the  right  from  the  middle  of  the  pedal  board  upwards.  Exceptions  oc- 
cur when  using  the  short  keys  for  the  sharps  and  f lats.When  using  the 
heel  and  toe  of  the  same  foot  in  passing  from  a  long  to  a  short  key,  let 
the  toe  cover  the  short  key  only  so  much  as  is  necessary  to  bring  it  in- 
to complete  contact;  since, otherwise,  the  following  key  could  not  be 
reached  so  readily.  In  using  the  same  foot  on  two  adjoining  long  keys, 
let  the  heel  take  the  key  nearest  to  the  middle  of  the  pedal  board.  In 
making  skips  of  a  third  or  a  fourth  with  one  foot,  avoid  touching  the 
intervening  pedal  keys.  When  sliding  from  one  pedal  key  to  the  next 
adjoining,  the  sole  of  the  foot  must  assume  a  slanting  position,  thus: 
— - (ascending,)       -^-.(descending.) 

The  Marks  V  *J  when  placed  above  the  notes  refer  to  the  Right  Toe 
and  Right  Heel  respectively,  and  the  same  Marks  A  n  when  placed  be- 
low the  notes  indicate  the  Left  Toe  and  the  Left  Heel  respectively.
